Vines of all klmls flower and fruit 
freely only after they have nHichetl the 
top of their support When they have 
“arrived,” they set about bluoiulng. 

reoiiles should be planleil in Octo(>er. 
Once planted they should not be dls- 
turlM><l. but should be alluw'ed to form 
strong rlumiis.
